TEAM NOTES AGAINST NEW YORK 

• Saturday’s game will mark the 60th regular-season meeting and 68th all-time between the Revolu¬ 
tion and Red Bulls in MLS regular-season, postseason and tournament action combined, which is 
the most meetings against any opponent in Revs history 

• The Revs lead the all-time, regular-season series with the New York Red Bulls (formerly the New 
York/New Jersey MetroStars), 26-20-13 

• At home, the Revs are 18-4-6 against New York all time in the MLS regular season, including a 
9-1-5 record at Gillette Stadium ... the lone loss at Gillette Stadium came on June 29,2002 - a 2-0 
loss to the Metrostars 

• Since New York and re-branded as the Red Bulls in 2006, the Revs have not lost to New York at 
home, posting a 6-0-3 record at Gillette Stadium 

• Since the Red Bulls re-branded from the Metrostars in 2006, the Revs have posted an 8-4-8 record 
against New York ... all four losses against the "Red Bulls” have come at Red Bull Arena 

• Overall, the Revs enter Saturday's game riding a 16-game regular-season home undefeated streak 
against New York since the end of the 2002 season ... the Revs have gone 11-0-5 at Gillette 
Stadium in regular-season meetings since New York’s last win in Foxborough on June 29,2002. 

• Wednesday's match is the second of three regular-season meetings between the two clubs this 
year 

• The teams will close the three-game series at Red Bull Arena on Oct. 5 

• The Red Bulls won the first game of the three-game 2013 season series, a 4-1 victory on April 20 
at Red Bull Arena ... it was the first time the Revs allowed four or more goals to New York since 
September 17, 2005, a 5-4 MetroStars win at Giants Stadium 

• Five of the last eight games have been one-goal games or draws, dating back to May 29,2010 ... 
in those five "close” games, the Revs are 1-2-2 ... the largest margin of victory in that span was 
two goals - by the Red Bulls in 2-0 victory on Oct. 21,2010 and by New England in 2-0 win on July 
8,2012 

• New England and New York have met in the postseason three times - all since 2003 - and the 
Revs have eliminated New York on each occasion ... the clubs most recent playoff encounter was 
in the 2007 Eastern Conference Semifinal Series, which the Revs won, 1-0, on aggregate 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST NEW YORK 

• Newly-acquired forward Juan Agudelo began his professional career with the Red Bulls, becoming 
the club’s first-ever Homegrown signing to debut for the firstt earn in 2010 ... Agudelo made 33 
appearances between 2010 and 2012, scoring six goals and two assists with New York 

• Chad Barrett has scored four goals against New York, all coming in 2008 - two each while playing 
with Chicago and Toronto 

• Andy Dorman, despite not playing a game against New York since 2007, is the Revs’ leading ac¬ 
tive scorer against the Red Bulls with two goals ... Dorman’s last goal against the Red Bulls came 
on July 7, 2007, in a 1-0 win at Giants Stadium 

• Jerry Bengtson scored his first career goal in his MLS debut against New York when the two teams 
met on July 8, 2012

• Matt Reis is 10-4-7 in his Revolution career against the Red Bulls, posting a 1.27 goals against 
average and six shutouts 

• Bobby Shuttleworth is 2-2-2 in his Revolution career against New York, with a 1.81 goals against 
average and one shutout... Shuttleworth - a native of Tonawanda, New York (a Buffalo suburb) - 
was in goal for the Revs’ 4-1 loss on April 20 

LAST MEETING 

New York 4, New England 1 ... April 20,2013 - Red Bull Arena (Harrison, N.J.) 

The Revolution snapped a club-record 394-minute scoreless streak in the early stages but it wasn’t 
enough to overcome the New York Red Bulls as the Revs suffered a 4-1 loss at Red Bull Arena.

TEAM NOTES 


AGUDELO ADDED TO THE MIX 

In an attempt to bolster the team's attack, the Revs completed a trade on Tuesday evening 
for Chivas USA forward (and former New York Red Bulls Academy product) Juan Agudelo in 
exchange for allocation money ... so far this season, the forward has scored two goals and 
recorded one assist in six games for Chivas USA... the 20-year old forward made his MLS 
debut on October 9, 2010, for the Red Bulls, becoming the first-ever Red Bulls Academy 
product to debut for the first team ... he scored six goals and added two assists in 2011 in 27 
appearances .for the Red Bulls ... Agudelo has 17 caps with the U.S. Men’s National Team, 
making his international debut on Nov. 17,2010 and scoring a goal in his first senior national 
team appearance ever. 

SATURDAY NIGHT IS FOR#NGUYENING BOBBLEHEADS 

At Saturday night’s game against New York, the Revs will distribute a limited-number of Lee 
Nguyen bobbleheads at the stadium's entry gates ... Nguyen was the team’s fan-voted most 
valuable player in 2012, his first season with the Revolution ... two more bobblehead nights 
are scheduled later this season. 

TWO-FER WEEK 

Saturday’s match against the Red Bulls marks the second game in four days for the Revs 
... the club dropped Wednesday’s match at Gillette Stadium to visiting Real Salt Lake, 2-1 ... 
this is one of only two weeks this season in which the Revs will play two MLS games in one 
competition week ... in July, the Revs will travel to Colorado on Wednesday, July 17, before 
traveling on to Columbus for a match on Saturday, July 20 ... the Revs may add more double¬ 
game weeks as the U.S. Open Cup is set to begin on May 28. 

MIDDLE GAME WITH RED BULLS 

Saturday’s match against the Red Bulls will be the second of three meetings between the two 
clubs this season ... the Red Bulls took the first game of the series in Harrison on April 20 by 
a score of 4-1 ... tonight’s match will be the only time the two clubs play at Gillette Stadium 
this season ... the regular season series concludes on October 5 at Red Bull Arena ... the two 
clubs split the season series in 2012, each posting a record of 1-1-1. 

RED BULL HASN’T GIVEN THEM WINS ... 

Since the Red Bulls re-branded in 2006, they have not won a game at Gillette Stadium - post¬ 
ing an 0-6-3 record during that time period ... the Red Bulls looked destined to end that streak 
last season after Joel Lindpere scored in the first minute of stoppage time to give his club a 
1-0 advantage ... however, Revs’defender Darrius Barnes notched the equalizer with a header 
off a Ryan Guy cross in the fifth minute of stoppage time ... the goal was the first - and only 
- goal of Barnes' career... the Revs have outscored the Red Bulls 19-9 in games played at 
Gillette Stadium since 2006 ... New York has not won a game in New England since a 2-0 win 
on June 29, 2012. 

... BUT IT GOES BACK FURTHER 

In addition to the Revs' undefeated streak at Gillette Stadium against the “Red Bulls,” the Revs 
enter Saturday’s game riding a 16-game, regular-season undefeated streak against the New 
York club ... New York’s last win at Gillette Stadium came on June 29, 2002 - a span of almost 
11 years ... since that game, the Revs are 11-0-5 in regular-season games against New York 
at Gillette Stadium 

REVS’ DEFENSE BACK ON DISPLAY 

Despite allowing two goals to visiting Real Salt Lake on Wednesday, the Revs are still ranked 
among the league’s top five teams in goals against average ... between goalkeepers Bobby 
Shuttleworth and Matt Reis, the team has posted a GAA of 0.89 through nine games this 
season, tying them for fourth with the Columbus Crew... the Revs are also tied for second in 
MLS with five shutouts ... Sporting Kansas City - 6 shutouts - is the only team with more than 
New England. 

SHIFTING DEFENSE YIELDS SIMILAR RESULTS 

The Revs started the season with MLS’ top defense, allowing just two goals through their first 
four games while running out the same starting backline of Kevin Alston (LB), Jose Goncalves 
(CB), A.J. Soares (CB) and Andrew Farrell (RB)... however, despite posting five shutouts in 
nine matches, the Revs have run out eight different defenders - and two goalkeepers - in nine 
games, and still rank tied for fourth in MLS in team defense:

DEFENSE TOUGH AT HOME 

Through four home games at Gillette Stadium this season, the Revs have allowed just three 
goals ... most recently, the Revs allowed two goals against Real Salt Lake on Wednesday in a 
2-1 loss ... the team has posted two shutouts in four games at Gillette Stadium ... both Bobby 
Shuttleworth and Matt Reis have recorded one shutout each at home 

TOUGH FINISHES 

Despite allowing just eight goals through nine games, the Revs have given up some tough 
ones late in games ... three of the team's four losses this season have come from opponents’ 
game-winning goals scored after the 75th minute ... the Revs saw Union forward Jack Mcln- 
erney score in the 76th minute on March 16 in a 1-0 loss ... Bias Perez headed home the lone 
goal in a 1-0 loss to FC Dallas in the 87th minute on March 30 ... on Wednesday night, Salt 
Lake’s Olmes Garcia scored in the 89th minute to give RSL the 2-1 victory. 

CAPTAIN BY COMMITTEE 

True to his word in preseason, Jay Heaps has named his team captain on a game-by-game 
basis ... through nine games this season, the Revs have seen three different players wear the 
captain's armband ... Clyde Simms had the honor through the first five games of the season ... 
Chris Tierney has worn the armband twice, making his first appearance as first team captain at 
New York on April 20 ... most recently defender Jose Goncalves has been the team’s chosen 
leader for the past two games ... Goncalves made his first appearance as the Revs’ captain 
against Portland on May 2. 

ROWE LENDING A HELPING HAND 

Second-year midfielder Kelyn Rowe has been critical in the Revs’ attack so far this season ... 
one year after co-leading the team in assists with five as a rookie, Rowe has been involved in 
more than half of the team's attacking output so far this season, assisting on three of the five 
goals the team has scored so far ... most recently Rowe set up Ryan Guy inside the 18-yard- 
box against Real Salt Lake on Wednesday for Guy’s first goal of the season - a spectacular 
side volley ... Rowe is now tied for third in MLS with three assists ... of Rowe's three helpers, 
two have been game-winning assists - also tied for third MLS. 

SHUTTLEWORTH STANDS TALL INTO SPRING 

Goalkeeper Bobby Shuttleworth has made the most of his opportunities in goal this season 
... in seven appearances, he has posted a 1.14 goals against average and three shutouts ... 
removing one match - a 4-1 loss at New York on April 20 - Shuttleworth has allowed just four 
goals in six appearances (0.67 goals against average) and three shutouts ... in his last 12 ap¬ 
pearances - dating back to Sept. 22, 2012, Shuttleworth has allowed just 12 goals for an 1.00 
GAA, while posting five shutouts in that span. 

SHUTTLEWORTH SHOOTING FOR MOST CAREER STARTS 

Should he start Saturday’s match against the Red Bulls, goalkeeper Bobby Shuttleworth will 
make his eighth start of the 2013 season - this highest single-season total since joining the 
Revs in 2009 ... Shuttleworth has started seven games twice in his career - 2011 and 2012 
... the goalkeeper has posted a 1-4-2 record with three shutouts - tied for third in MLS - and a 
GAA of 1.14 through seven games this season. 

WELCOMED OPPONENT FOR REIS 

Revs' goalkeeper Matt Reis has played in 23 games (21 starts) against New York in his career 
and has posted and 11 -4-7 record ... Reis has posted seven shutouts - all but one coming with 
the Revs (the other was with the Galaxy in 2001)... his seven shutouts against New York are 
tied for second-most against any of his opponents with Chicago, Columbus and Dallas ... Reis 
has shut out Kansas City eight times in his career, his highest total against any team. 

NEARING THE CENTURY MARK FOR TIERNEY 

If Chris Tierney makes the starting 11 again on Saturday against the New York Red Bulls, it 
will be the midfielder/defender’s 99th career start... entering the weekend, Tierney has made 
108 appearances - 98 starts - in his MLS career... every appearance in MLS has come with 
the Revs .. .the Wellesley, Mass., product has played in at least 27 games in each of the last 
three seasons and has played in six of the first nine games (four starts) for the Revs in 2013 ... 
Tierney was taken by the Revs in the Supplemental Draft in 2008 - making six appearances 
with the first team - before being elevated to the senior roster in 2009 ... Tierney is eight 
appearances away from tying Kevin Alston and Andy Dorman for ninth all time in appearances 
(116)... the defender is also tied for 10th in assists (16), tied for third in game-winning assists 
(8) and fourth in corner kicks (167) on the all-time club registry. 

FARRELL DOESN’T MISS A BEAT 

Andrew Farrell stepped right back into the starting lineup for the Revs on Wednesday night 
against Real Salt Lake after missing the team’s game in Portland on May 2 because of a knee 
contusion ... prior to the missed start against the Timbers, Farrell had started - and played all 
90 minutes - in the team’s first seven games ... despite coming off an injury, Farrell played 
all 90 minutes in the 2-1 loss to RSL on Wednesday ... Farrell took the brunt of harsh tackle 
by Union midfielder Michael Farfan in stoppage time of a 2-0 win on April 27, leading to the 
injury... Farrell was the first number one overall pick to start his first seven MLS games since 
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Leo Cullen - the number one overall pick in 1998 by the Miami Fusion - started his first 19 
games ... Farrell became the Revs' first-ever No. 1 overall pick when the team traded up to 
take him at the 2013 MLS SuperDraft on Jan. 17 in Indianapolis. 

IRONMAN JOSE GONCALVES 

Through nine games this season, defender Jose Goncalves stands alone as the only Revs 
player who has played every minute of every game in 2013 ... the defender is also just one of 
23 field players who has played every minute for his club this season ... Goncalves has been 
a staple in a back line that has seen eight different players earn at least one start through 
nine games: Andrew Farrell, Goncalves, A.J. Soares, Kevin Alston, Chris Tierney, Stephen 
McCarthy, Darrius Barnes and Bilal Duckett (recalled from Rochester on May 1 for the team's 
game against Portland on May 2)... in the team’s most recent game against Real Salt Lake on 
Wednesday night, Goncalves - captaining the team for the second straight game - anchored a 
back line that inlcuded McCarthy (third start), Tierney (fourth start) and Farrell (eighth start). 

NEW LOOK, NEW FEEL 

While Lee Nguyen (left midfield) and Kelyn Rowe (right midfield) have been primarily wingers 
in their Revs careers, head coach Jay Fleaps switched it up three games ago against Phila¬ 
delphia on April 27, moving both players inside as part of a five-man midfield ... in their places, 
Ryan Guy (left) and Diego Fagundez (right) moved wide, and what resulted was the team’s 
high shot (19), shots on goal (7) and goal (2) output of the season ... the same grouping of 
attack-minded midfielders returned Wednesday against Real Salt Lake for their third straight 
game together, and despite a 2-1 loss, they produced 11 shots, one goal and three shots on 
target... the attacking group also earned 10 corner kicks on Wednesday - the most since the 
home-opener against Sporting Kansas City (6). 

BARNES & DUCKETT MAKE THEIR MARK 

With Andrew Farrell’s knee injury and Chris Tierney's suspension by the MLS Disciplinary 
Committee announced less than 36 hours before kickoff in Portland on May 2, two new de¬ 
fenders were needed when the team lined up against the Timbers ... veteran defender Darrius 
Barnes came in for Tierney at left back, while Bilal Duckett made his Revs debut at right back 
... Barnes, who has made 93 career appearances in New England, had previous experience at 
left back ... Barnes has now made 17 career starts at left back, including 14 in 2011... Duckett, 
who was originally drafted by Vancouver in 2011 and made four appearances with the expan¬ 
sion side, made his first-ever Revs appearance after being re-called from Rochester (USL 
PRO) last week for the Portland match ... Duckett made his first MLS appearance since June 
4,2011 - with Vancouver - after playing the 2012 season in Harrisburg (USL PRO)... both 
players contributed to the team’s fifth shutout in nine matches. 

LOCAL CAPTAINS AT A PREMIUM 

When Chris Tierney, as Wellesley, Mass., product, put on the captain's armband for the first 
time on April 20 at New York, he became the club's first locally-born captain since the club's 
original captain, Mike Burns ... Burns, who hailed from Marlboro, Mass., was the club's captain 
from 1996 to 2000. 

CALDWELL COMES THROUGH 

Scott Caldwell, the team’s second-ever Homegrown signing, has made a strong impression 
in his rookie season ... the Braintree, Mass., product has made five appearances - including 
three starts - seeing time in the central midfield ... Caldwell, who graduated from Akron in 
December after a stellar four-year career with the Zips, is among three Revs rookies who have 
seen time this year, including defender Andrew Farrell (8GP/8GS at right back) and midfielder 
Donnie Smith (1GP/1GS at left midfield). 

NIFTY FIFTY FOR MACCA 

On April 20 at New York, Stephen McCarthy made his 50th career appearance, coming on 
as a 18th minute substitute for A.J. Soares ... all 50 of his appearances have been with the 
Revs, while 45 of those career appearances have been starts ... the center back has made 
four appearances this season, three of them starts ... McCarthy played in 21 games (including 
18 starts) primarily in the central midfield as a rookie in 2011 after the Revs drafted him in the 
second round (24th overall) in the MLS SuperDraft... last season, after a preseason switch to 
center back, McCarthy made 28 appearances (including 27 being starts), all at center back... 
McCarthy now has 53 appearances, including 48 starts. 

MATT REIS IS MR. CLEAN (SHEET) 

Veteran goalkeeper Matt Reis has posted shutouts in both of his outings in 2013 ... in the 
season opener at Chicago (March 9), Reis made four saves in the shutout... after missing the 
second game of the year against Philadelphia with knee inflammation, Reis made four saves 
against Sporting KC (March 23) for his second shutout in as many tries ... going back to 2012, 
Reis has posted shutouts in four of his last five appearances: Sept. 1,2012 (0-0 vs. Philadel¬ 
phia Union), Sept. 5, 2012 (2-0 vs. Columbus), March 9, 2013 (1-0 at Chicago) and March 23, 
2013 (0-0 vs. Sporting KC)... overall, Reis has 72 career shutouts (63 with the Revs) to rank 
fourth all-time in MLS history. 

BENGTSON KEEPS “HEXING” CONCACAF OPPONENTS 

Jerry Bengtson, who missed the Revs’ 0-0 draw against Kansas City on March 23 while with 
the Honduras National Team, continued his hot scoring pace for his country during the last 


round of FIFA World Cup Qualifying ... he scored Honduras’ second goal - to equalize the 
game - against Mexico on March 22, to earn a vital point in the CONCACAF Hexagonal, the 
region's final round of qualifying for the 2014 FIFA World Cup ... earlier in February, he also 
scored the game-winning goal in San Pedro Sula against the United States in the teams’ 

Feb 6 WCQ ... Bengtson now has 16 goals for Honduras in 34 appearances, including seven 
goals during qualifying for the 2014 World Cup. 

“HOMETOWN” FEEL ON THE ROSTER 

Three players on the Revs’ roster are New England natives, giving the team a hometown 
feel... Scott Caldwell (Braintree, Mass.), Diego Fagundez (Leominster, Mass.) and Chris 
Tierney (Wellesley, Mass.) are all Massachusetts products, growing up in the Bay State ... 
both Caldwell and Fagundez played for the Revolution Academy and are Homegrown players 
... Caldwell was the youth teams' first-ever captain and just completed his stellar four-year 
career at Akron. 

VETERAN AT JUST 18 

Diego Fagundez has entered his third MLS season at the ripe old age of 18 ... the forward 
recorded his first goal of the season on May 2 in a 2-0 win over the Union ... the Leominster, 
Mass., product turned 18 on Valentine's Day - Feb. 14 - earlier this year and now is playing 
in his third season ... despite his MLS tenure, he still remains the youngest player on the
